Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  sixth 
Annual  Report  as  to  the  Public  Health  of  your  district, 
for  the  year  1907. 

The  Sanitary  Work  of  the  past  year  compared  with 
that  of  previous  years,  shows  increase  rather  than  sanitary 
diminution;  the  duties  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  Easteni DivUioa 
maybe  divided  into  two  parts,  (a)  routine  work,  and  MrCY,hitew,00<1’ 
( b ) the  dealing  with  emergencies  ; in  the  case  of  the  Mary- 
former  a steady  increase  of  the  work  is  noteworthy,  11 
in  the  latter  the  past  year  shows  a slight  increase  Long  stratton- 
owing  to  the  number  of  Infectious  Cases  to  be  dealt 
with;  and  I here  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors. 
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The  present  area  of  the  district  is  77,631  acres  : the 
population  estimated  at  the  last  Census  (1901)  was 
20,489,  and  granted  that  the  birth-rate  remains  con- 
stant, I estimate  the  present  population  at  19,150. 

I here  give  the  populations  and  death  returns  of  the 
separate  parishes  : —

I have  but  little  to  report  as  to  the  Housing  of  the 
Labouring  Classes,  some  improvement  however  may 
be  noted  : three  new  cottages  have  been  erected  in 
Roydon,  and  one  cottage  re-built  after  a lire  at 
Gissing.  New  buildings  at  Harleston  and  Shelton, 
one  public  house  rebuilt,  three  new  farm-houses  built 
in  Ashwellthorpe,  Fresheld  and  Gissing;  repairs  and 
other  attempts  to  make  existing  cottages  more  habitable 
have  also  taken  place  during  the  past  year. 

The  occupation  of  farm-houses  by  the  farm 
labourer  instead  of  the  farmer,  must  of  necessity  be 
conducive  to  dilapidation  of  property,  the  remedy  of 
which  I regret  to  say  is  not  in’our  hands. 

Cases  of  overcrowding  in  Starston,  Hempnall  and 
Roydon,  have  been  reported  and  remedied. 

Disposal  of  Sewerage  is  still  one  of  the  greatest 
difficulties  in  your  district,  a difficulty  so  continually 
brought  to  your  notice,  in  the  shape  of  Nuisance  re- 
ported by  your  officers  ; many  such  nuisances  have 
been  abated  by  substitution  of  pail  closets  for  insani- 
tary privies,  and  the  repairs  and  ventilation  of  existing 
tanks;  considerable  outlay  has  been  expended  on 
drainage  at  Hempnall,  Fulham  St.  Mary  and  Dickle- 
burgh,  also  privately  septic  tanks  have  been  introduced 
in  Starston,  Redenhall  and  Thelveton.  We  still  regret 
the  fact  that  some  of  our  forefathers  deemed  it 
necessary  to  sink  their  drinking  water  well  within  a 
few  feet  of  their  cess-pit. 

The  County  Council  have  consented  to  undertake 
the  trapping  and  keeping  in  order  of  the  main  street 
gulleys  in  Long  Stratton. 

Several  gulleys  have  been  trapped  by  the  County 
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Council  in  Harleston  and  Scole ; sewers  in  Harleston 
and  Brockdish  have  been  repaired  and  maintained 
in  good  order. 

A new  drainage  system  has  been  laid  down  at  the 
“ Queen’s  Head,”  Fulham  Market,  also  alterations  and 
repairs  have  been  carried  out  at  the  “ Falcon  " Inn, 
of  the  same  parish  ; the  drains  of  the  “Falcon"  Inn, 
Bunwell,  have  been  overhauled  and  repaired. 

No  public  water  service  exists  in  your  district. 

Twenty-one  samples  of  water  have  been  subjected  to 
analysis. 

Three  samples  were  condemned  as  untit  for  drinking 
purposes,  one  of  which  was  taken  from  the  supply 
at  Hempnall  school. 

Seven  certificates  have  been  ganted  during  the  year, 
under  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act. 

Nine  new  wells  have  been  sunk,  and  more  than  a 
dozen  wells  have  been  cleaned  out  during  1907. 

The  proximity  of  the  churchyard  to  certain  drinking 
water  wells  in  Long  Stratton,  led  to  the  necessity  of  a 
careful  analysis  of  the  said  wells.  An  extract  of  the 
analysis  and  a report  on  the  matter  was  forwarded  to 
the  Local  Government  Board,  the  matter  is  still  under 
consideration. 

A systematic  inspection  of  bakehouses  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year.  No  underground  bake- 
offices  are  to  be  found  in  the  district. 

An  inspection  of  factories  and  workshops  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year.  I am  enabled  to  give  a 
satisfactory  report  of  the  same,  a digest  will  be  found 
on  Table  VI.

Schools. 


The  regulations  framed  by  you  and  coming  into 
force  January,  1907,  have  created  the  necessity  for 
much  alteration  in  the  caie  and  management  of  cows 
and  cowsheds,  the  result  of  the  enforcement  of  such  an 
order  cannot  but  be  of  wide-spread  benefit,  sometime 
must  however  elapse  before  the  result  is  apparent.  I 
therefore  crave  your  permission  to  postpone  my  report 
upon  the  same  until  January,  1909. 

New  school  buildings  have  been  erected  in  Hempnall 
and  Denton.  Sanitary  arrangements  have  been  re-con- 
structed  in  Rushall  and  Starston  Schools.  Ventilators 
improved  in  Pulham  Mary.

The  number  of  schools  closed  during  the  year 
compares  but  badly  with  the  four  schools  closed  in 
1906.  I may  also  state  that  with  exception  of  the  last 
mentioned  school  (Tivetshall),  the  epidemics  occurred 
so  suddenly  and  in  so  wide  spread  a manner  that  the 
schools  practically  closed  themselves,  there  being  no 
scholars  to  attend. 

No  fewer  than  1,607  premises  have  been  visited  by 
your  Inspectors,  whilst  some  198  nuisances  have  been 
officially  reported  to  you,  the  long  list  of  which  can  be 
classified  under  three  headings — 

(a)  Structural  errors  and  dilapidations  to  be  remedied 
by  the  owner  of  property  (or  his  agent). 

(b)  The  wilful  neglect  or  careless  disregard  of  the 
occupier  as  to  the  ordinary  cleanliness  of  his  sur- 
roundings- 

(c)  The  inability  of  the  occupier  to  keep  his  premises 
in  a sanitary  condition,  owing  to  structural  faults  or 
deficiencies  in  the  property. 

It  will  be  apparent  in  considering  the  dealing  with 
nuisances  and  their  remedy,  that  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  have  often  to  give  much  time  and  trouble 
in  procuring  an  abatement. 

No  isolation  hospital  has  yet  been  erected  in  your 
district,  so  it  is  still  necessary  to  deal  with  infectious 
disease  in  cottages  and  private  houses,  your  Inspectors 
visit  every  infected  house,  distributing  disinfectants 
with  complete  instructions,  at  the  same  time  taking  all 
steps  to  isolate  the  patients  as  much  as  possible  and  in 
every  way  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease,  infectious 
houses  are  systematically  and  personally  disinfected  by

your  Sanitary  Inspectors  directly  the  inmates  are 
declared  free  from  their  disease  by  the  Medical  Attend- 
ant or  myself. 

Schools  after  closure  are  either  (a)  well  cleaned 
and  thoroughly  aired,  or  (b)  thoroughly  disinfected 
under  the  direction  of  the  N.C.C.  Education  Com- 
mittee, the  necessity  for  the  one  or  the  other  being 
determined  by  myself.

Again  referring  to  table  IV.  it  will  be  seen  that  53 
deaths  are  returned  as  due  to  Senility,  whilst  out  of  36 
deaths  certified  as  due  to  Cardiac  Disease  no  less  than 
25  occurred  over  the  age  of  65  years. 

The  mortality  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  keeps 
low  although  we  record  12  deaths  in  1907  as  against  9 
in  the  previous  year. 

Of  Cancer  29  deaths  have  been  registered.  I here 
give  the  Cancer  mortality  for  the  last  six  years.

Epidemic  Influenza  has  a higher  mortality  than 
usual.  No  less  than  18  deaths  being  registered  10  of 
which  were  in  old  people  ; it  is  also  to  be  noted  that 
the  pneumonia  mortality  is  extremely  high,  26  deaths 
being  registered,  several  of  these  cases  were  of  influenza 
origin. 

Cerebral  haemorrhage  still  shows  a high  mortality 
in  the  district. 

Of  the  deaths  from  “ all  other  causes,”  Infantile 
disease,  Diabetes  and  Nephritis,  account  for  the 
major  portion. 

Six  accidents  have  ended  fatally,  they  are  as 
follows  : — 

One  suffocation  by  falling  face  downwards  whilst 
in  a fit. 

One  child  found  drowned  in  the  tank  of  a privy 
the  top  of  which  had  apparently  given  way. 

One  accidently  drowned  at  the  age  of  83. 

One  falling  from  wagon  the  wheel  passing  over 
body  causing  death.

Of  Diphtheria  scattered  cases  have  occurred  in 
Scole,  Hardwick,  Tibenham,  Roydon,  Hempnall,  and 
Brockdish,  all  single  cases  and  of  brief  duration. 
Three  cases  were  notified  in  Gissing  occuring  in  one 
household,  the  disease  was  of  extremely  mild  type.  A 
more  severe  type  cf  this  malady  broke  out  at  Wacton, 
ten  members  of  one  family  being  attacked.  No  fatal 
case  has  occurred  during  the  year.  In  every  case  the 
question  of  water  supply  and  the  milk  source  has  been 
carefully  investigated,  together  with  the  thorough  in- 
spection of  any  possible  source  of  infection.  All 
insanitary  conditions  being  promply  attended  to.

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  very  scattered  and  of  mild 
type  in  the  majority  of  cases,  the  discovery  of  a patient 
in  a desquamating  state  has  sometimes  been  the  first 
intimation  of  the  disease.  I give  the  distribution  : — 

Tivetshall — 13  cases  occuring  in  three  families. 

Bressingham — Five  cases  in  one  household. 

Pulham  St.  Mary — Four  cases,  three  of  which 
were  of  one  household. 

Ashwellthorpe — Four  cases  distributed  over  two 
households 

Earsham — Three  cases  in  two  households 

Harleston — Three  cases,  all  isolated  and  distinct. 

Moulton — Three  cases,  all  in  one  household. 

Tibenham — Two  cases  in  one  household. 

Burston — Two  cases  in  one  household. 

Roydon — Two  cases. 

Scole — Two  cases, 

and  single  cases  in  Hempnall,  Stratton  St.  Mary, 
Thelveton,  and  Thorpe  Abbotts. 

The  above  list  is  noteworthy,  in  as  much  as  in  spite 
of  the  somewhat  extensive  distribution,  no  localised 
epidemic  (with  exception  of  Tivetshail)  has  taken 
place. 

The  single  case  notified  as  Scarlet  Fever  in  Thorpe 
Abbotts  was  Rubella. 

A very  interesting  epidemic  of  Rubella  (German 
measles)  occured  in  Thorpe  Abbotts  during  the  months 
of  July  and  August,  both  the  measles  variety,  and  the 
scarlet  fever  type  being  present,  very  often  to  be  seen 
in  the  same  family,  No  fatal  cases. 
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A single  case  of  Enteric  Fever  at  Hardwick,  the 
source  of  the  disease  I regret  to  say  I have  been  unable 
to  discover,  the  malady  ran  an  even  course  and  termi- 
nated satisfactorily. 

There  has  been  no  action  taken  by  you  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.

A list  of  the  Institutions  in  respect  of  the  deaths  in  which  cor- 
rections have  been  made  should  be  given  on  the  back  of  this  Table.

NOTES  TO  TABLES  IV.  AND  V. 


(a)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “Residents”  occurring  in  public  insti- 

tutions, whether  within  or  without  the  district,  are  to  be  included 
with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age  groups 
(columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included 
among  the  deaths  in  their  respective  “Localities”  according  to 
the  previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars. 
Deaths  of  “Non-residents”  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the 
district  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and 
9-15  of  Table  IV. 

(b)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “Residents”  and  “Non- 

residents,” and  as  to  the  “Public  Institutions”  to  be  taken  into 
account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The  “Localities” 
in  Table  IV.  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district, 

whether  of  “ Residents  ” or  of  “ Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to 
being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of 
Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the 
figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “ Localities  ” in  columns  9-15,  of  Table 

IV.  should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table 
II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2 of 
Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the 
figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  1 

*(c)  Under  the  heading  of  “ Diarrhoea”  are  to  be  included  deaths  regis- 
tered as  due  to  Epidemic  diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis,  Infective 
enteritis,  Zymotic  enteritis,  Summer  diarrhoea,  Dysentery  and 
Dysenteric  diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea,  Cholera  and  Cholera 
Nostras. 

In  addition,  and  as  regards  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
under  the  heading  “Diarrhoea”  in  column  3 (Table  IV.)  are  to  be 
included  all  deaths  classified  as  “Diarrhoea]  diseases”  in  Table  V. 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  in  Table  IV.,  are  to  be  included 
only  deaths  over  one  year  of  age  registered  as  due  to  Enteritis, 
Muco-enteritis,  Gastro-enteritis,  Gastric  catarrh,  Gastritis,  and 
Gastro-intestinal  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by 
inquiry  from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  should  have  reason  for  including  such  deaths 
under  the  specific  term  “ Diarrhoea.”  Deaths  from  Diarrhoea 
secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included 
under  the  latter. 

(f)  Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be 
included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these 
general  terms.  Thus : under  “ Cancer  ” should  be  included  deaths 
from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma, 
Sarcoma,  Villous  tumor,  and  Papilloma  of  bladder,  Rodent  ulcer. 
Under  “ Puerperal  Fever”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Pyaemia, 
Septicaemia,  Sapraemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis,  Peri-  and  Endo-Metritis 
occurring  in  the  Puerperium, 


(g)  Under  “ Congenital  Defects”  in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths 

from  Atelectasis,  Icterus  neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage,  Mal- 
formations and  Congenital  hydrocephalus. 

(h)  Under  “Tuberculous  Meningitis”  arc  to  be  included  deaths  from 

Acute  hydrocephalus. 

(i)  Under  “Other  Tuberculous  Diseases”  are  to  be  included  deaths 

from  Tuberculosis,  Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints,  and  other  organs, 
Lupus  and  Scrofula. 

(j)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all 

Inquest  cases  are  to  be  classed  as  “ Certified  ” ; all  other  deaths 
are  to  be  regarded  as  “ Uncertified.” 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  II., 
III.,  IV.  and  V.  attention  has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.

*As  regards  Infantile  diarrhoea  and  Table  V.,  it  will  suffice  if  Medical  Officers  of 
Health,  who  have  already  tabulated  deaths  of  1!)0P>  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of 
the  Incorporated  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  enter  all  deaths  under  one  year 
that  they  regard  as  due  to  diarrhoea  under  the  single  heading  “ Diarrhoea  all  forms.” 


This  having  been  done,  it  will  be  necessary  that  the  entry  against  “Diarrhoea” 
in  column  3 of  Table  IV.  should  tally  with  the  sum  of  deaths  under  “ Diarrhoea,  all 
terms.”  entered  in  the  final  column  of  Table  V.
